Iowa: During 
the early part of last mouth I received 
a letter from tho Hon. Charles Aldrich, 
of Webster City, Iowa, expressing au 
earnest desire to procure some auto- 
graph writing of the lato President 
Abraham Lincoln—even, as lio said, if 
it should not contain more than two or 
three lines,—to place in his collection 
in tho Iowa Slate library. 
I have at 


length been able, through the Jlon. 
Robert T. Lincoln, to procure a short 
document actually written with his 
own hand by that illustrious statesman, 
and to-day forwarded it by express, 
addressed tho "Hon. Charles Aldrich, 
care Iowa State Librarian. DCS Moincs, 
Iowa." I send it thus to diminish the 
risk of loss, as I doubt my ability to 
procure another of like character.

During a recent convention of loco- 


motive engineers in this city, a num- 
ber of them were invited to the house 
of a local railroader to meet gentle- 
men from the various other branches 
of railroading.

Its even tem- 
perature makes it a healthful resort, 
and this perhaps helps to account for 
the fact that it is patronized by the 
rich as well as the poor. Its board 
w.ilk is a joy forever, if not a thing of 
beauty. 
Bathing and swimming is 


indulged in to an unlimited extent. 
On Sundays the crowd is immense. 
Atlantic City has nothing to complain 
of. The present season promises to 
eclipse all previous seasons in the 
matter of attendance, and the natives 
are making desperate efforts to provide 
for the rush that they may make all 
the hay possible while the sun remains 
above the horizon. North and South 
Atlantic Cities are adjuncts to the 
pirent town, and are making big strides 
to catch up. 
Between Atlantic City 


and Cape May are a number of other 
pleasant and flourishing resorts, such 
as Ocean City, Sea Isle City, and Se- 
tt ell's Point, but in comparison with 
Cape May these are but as the lowly 
snow-drop to the full-blown rose. 
It 


has been said that the West Jersey 
llailroad carries the traveller through 
a desert before it finally deposits him 
at Cape May, but if so does not the 
journey enhance the attractions of the 
queen of watering places. 
Even a 


sight of it has a soothing influence on 
the most dissatisfied, and there scums 
to be some ground for the statement 
that had the lotus eaters discovered 
Cape May they would have pitched 
their tents there in preference to any 
other spot on the globe. There is 
nothing ephemeral about Cape May. 
Away back in 1675 it boasted of a 
Jtaptist church, and surely if there 
were a church there it must have had 
a congregation. 
This, of itself, is a 


source of gratification to the residents 
of the beautiful city on the sea, a city 
which can boast of a population the 
year round, with great hotels, magnifi- 
cent private residences, and countless 
other advantages, and a life all its own. 
Nothing, apparently, can shake its 
popularity. 
Built upon a strip of up- 


lind, where the waters of the bay and 
ocean meet, it has a grand view of the 
Atlantic. 
Its beach 
is broad and 


smooth, 
and it is considered the 


grandest bathing ground on the coast. 
The dangerous undertow that makes 


of 23,000 English practitioners answer- 
ing, 
and but 200Gcrmans out of 10,000. 


A German entomologist, F. Dahl, 


claims that spiders have perfect sight 
only at very short distances. 
Their 


sense of touch is consequently remark- 
ably well developed, enabling them to 
locate disturbances in their web. Their 
smell is so good that they can distin- 
guish odors, and their hearing is excel- 
lent. 
Some of them show a remarka-

their refusal of kinds of tough insects 
which have been once attacked unsuc- 
cessfully. 


Sonic interesting researches concern- 


ing cholera prevention are bcing^ made 
by" l)r. Ferran of Barcelona. He has 
prepared an attenuated cholera virus, 
with which three medical men have 
been inoculated. Tho inoculations were 
followed by several local pains and 
feverish symptoms, which suddenly 
disappeared after a duration of about 
twenty-four hours. No further ill effects 
have been experienced. It now remains 
to prove, as l>r. Ferran coulidently ex- 
pects to do. that these inoculations 
have conferred 
complete immunity 


from attacks of cholera. 


At a recent German scientific con- 


gress, Dr. S. Hoppe, of Hamburg, en- 
deavored to prove that the electricity 
of storms is generated by the friction 
of vapor particles.-". -This view was 
strengthened by experiments in which 
compressed cold air was allowed to 
rush into a copper vessel containing 
warm moist air, a large amount of 
electricity being thus produced. He 
concludes that the rise of a column of 
warm moist air into the colder at- 
mosphere above will be followed by a 
thunderstorm if it acquires sufficient 
velocity to prevent neutralization of the 
electricity generated by the friction of 
tho air. 
Hence, ho regards open dis- 


tricts as more liable to thunderstorms 
thiin wooded regions where the trees 
prevent tho rapid rise of humid air 
currents.

Tyrean purple was a bright crimsoi 
It was extracted from a shell-fisb, a 
sort of barnacle, that adhered to the 
rocks in the sea ; the same shell-fish 
is found on the shores of the Pacific 
Ocean, and I think on the shores of 
the Atlantic Ocean also. 
In the nar- 


rative of the 
"Fivo 
Unfortunate 


Englishmen," 
written more than a 


hundred years ago, the method of ex- 
tracting the dye from the shell-fish 
is described ; the natives in the vi- 
cinity of Panama strip themselves, tie 
the yarn about their heads, and plunge 
into the sea ; swimming to the rocks, 
they take the barnacles off, squeeze 
them on the yarn about their heads, 
and when the yarn is saturated with the 
juice return to the shore. This juice 
is the dye ; pale at first, on exposure 
to the sun it becomes a brilliant 
crimson. 
A later 
traveller, 
Mr. 


Sqnicr, in his "Nicaragua" gives a 
similar account; 
adding that 
tho 


natives replace the shell-fish on the 
rocks, after squeezing them, so that 
they shall not be exterminated. 
The 


Navajo Indians use this yarn in mak- 
ing their blankets. 
The yarn is enor- 


mously expensive, but so are the 
blankets. 
A good Navajo blanket is 


worth from fifty to a hundred dollars. 
When residing in Portland, Maine, I 
found they used a shell-fish for bait 
which they 
found adhering to the 


rocks, and even to the timber on the 
wharves in the harbor ; I used the same 
bait, but on going home I found my 
fingers stained crimson, pale at first, 
but soon becoming a brilliant crimson. 
Water did not eradicate it, and it 
took a long while for it to wear off. 
I suspect this was the same shell-fish 
that produced the Tyrean dye. 
It 


would take a great many of these to

dye a pound of yarn, and it would be 
a very costly pound of yarn. 
T don't 


think the Tyrean dye is a lost art. I 
presume the demand exceeded the 
supply, and the slicll-fish in the waters 
of Tyre were exterminated.

loxes, behind which sat the traders, 
with the accounts. The space between 
vas narrow, and each Indian, as he 
iassed out, after getting his money, 
aced his creditor, who presented his 
demand, which the Indian paid with- 


ut any dispute ; although it took, at 
lines, noarly nil his money. No doubt 
great deal of fraud was perpetrated 


i> traders, under such a system—there 
was room for it, as it appeared to tne. 
After a while a hitch occurred in the 
laymcot. 
The 
sum paid 
by the 


Government was a gross amount ; this 
um was paid to the Indians per. 
apita, the agent having a list of the 
ames. On the list was the name of a 


white man, who had married a squaw, 
and had been adopted by the triba ; 
the Indians objected to the paymeut 
to this man, or to his family, alleging 
that they were not Indians ; and that 
the payment to them reduced the sum 
paid to the genuine Indians. Quite 
an animated "talk" ensued. The In- 
dians were represented by a young, 
well-educated member of tlioir own 
tribe, who was u full match for tka 
agent. "This man has become Indian 
by adoption," said the agent, "and has 
been known as a member of your tribe; 
at least his family is entitled to their 
pro-rota distribution." 
''No '"' said 


the Indian advocate, "will you hear 
us <" "Yes," was the reply. 
The 


advocate said a few words in his own 
language, and out stepped a very old 
Indian. "This man," said the advo- 
cate, "is very old, it is said he is more 
than a hundred years old—will yon 
hear him?" Permission was given, and 
he began his story in his own language) 
which was interpreted, sentence 
by 


sentence. "It was a great many years 
ago" he said, "when we started from 
Fort Chartres for a raid on the home 
of the white man ," and he described 
the journey day hy day, 
with great 


exactitude ; told how their numbers 
increased as they advanced on their 
journey ; told how many scalps they 
took, how many homes they burned ; 
and as he proceeded, he straightened 
himself, his eyes lightened, his voice 
became more distinct, and he became, 
apparently, young again. ' The Indians 
became, as he proceeded, intensely in- 
terested, and shewed their approbation 
by interjections in their own language. 
"Finally" he said, "we crossed the 
Ohio into Pennsylvania; after a few 
days successful raid, we retraced our 
steps : the last house we burned was a 
settler's, whom we killed, him and his 
wife : there were two little children 
girls, iu the family, whom we did not 
kill. 
I took pity on them, wrapped 


them iu a blanket, and took them 
home; 
they were adopted 
in my 


family, grew up, and married Indians; 
this white man married one of the 
grandchildren of one of these cap- 
tives." "And.now," said the Indian 
advocate, "you see bow little genuine 
Indian blood runs in the veins of this 
man's children." "We know them as 
Indians" said the agent, "they have 
been made Indians 
by adoption." 


"But if we can make them Indians, 


mouth of the Ohio ; it has long since 
been swept away by the encroachment 
of the river. The Shawnees at that 
time lived in Ohio. The speaker was 
probably one of a delegation to consult 
the French commandant. He proba- 
bly advised the raid. There was at 
that time very bad blood between the 
French and English.

This man, I thought, knew this 


great western country with its great 
cities, and its teeming millions of peo- 
ple, when it was a wilderness ; he was 
cotemporary with Daniel Boone when 
he was planting civilization in the 
"dark and bloody ground" which is 
now Kentucky. 
He knew of the ex- 


peditions of St. Glair, Harmer, and 
Anthony Wayne and probably partici- 
pated in resistance to them.

events, there he stood, unchanged, 
glorying in his murderous experiences.
